--: 


MINISTER’S DEFENCE OF 
THE MEASURE 


- 


N the resumed debate on the second 
0 reading of the Insurance Bill, 1935, in 
the Dail yesterday, 

Mr. H. DOCKRELL (U.L, Co. Dublin) 
said that the Minister was quite right in leav- 
ing out ‘marine insurance from the bill; but 
third-party insurance risk seemed to be half 
in and half out. Friendly societies and 
trades unions seemed to be exempted from 
the bill, but was there anythmg to prevent | 
these bodies from extending the scope of 
the insurance business they did at present? 

He would like to know, too, whether insur- 
ance companies would have to display notices 
on their windows that they were licensed to 
deal in certain classes of imsurance, and, if 
not, how would people know they were deal- 
ing with a licensed company. He was also 
afraid that the Minister contemplated a good 
deal of amalgamation of companies. 

They had heard from the Minister that the 
amount insured for was about £400,000,000, 
and the yearly premiums £1,000,000._ If 
these figures were correct, and the re-insurance 
company took half that risk, then the amount 
carried by the re-insurance company would be 
about £200,000,000, and the income from 
premiums about £500,000 He would like to 
hear from the Minister for Finance what 
capital a company ought to have carrying 
such risks and with such income. He would 
suggest that a capital of two or three millions 
would be on the small side. 

He would like to know whether the re- 
insurance company was going to farm out 


some of its re-insured business, and in that 
event some of the business should go to com- 
panies which were already established here 
with buildings and staffs. 


THE MINISTER’S POWERS 


Mr. MacDERMQT (Ind., Roscommon) said 
that he thought the principle behind the 
Opposition’s amendment to set up a select 
committee to examine the whole question of 
insurance was rather objectionable, as it was 
asking a select committee to do work that the 
Government ought to have done, and that 
people were paid to do. He thought they 
would agree that the objects of the bill 
were praiseworthy, but what they wanted 
to know was whether the scheme was sound. 
He noticed that the Minister, when speaking 
on the bill at the Ard Fheis of Fianna Fail, 
had said that he did not consult a single 
expert on insurance until the bill was already 
drafted. He had understood from the 
Minister, when moving the second reading on 
Friday last, that he wished the House to 
believe that the bill was drafted as the 
result of long and careful investigation. He 
was at a loss to understand how that in- 
vestigrtion could be carried out unless the 
Minister had consulted those best able to 
advise on insurance before the bill was 
drafted. The House deserved to be assured 
that the Government had done their duty 
and had availed themselves of the best 
possible advice. 

He noticed also that the Minister took 
power in certain classes of insurance to, pre 
scribe rates of premium if he so desired. 
He would like to know why the Minister 
thought it necessary to take that power, and 
whether it might not prove to be an em- 
barrassment to him. Insurance was one of 
those unfortunate phenomena which cut across 
the cherished isolationist ideals of the 
Government party’s ideals—ideals which were 
gradually fading as the years went by now 
that they were in office. It was quite certain 
that, if the re-insurance part of the bill 
was to be a success it must be possible for 
the Minister or the Irish re-insurance company 


to pass on a large percentage of the risks 
they undertook to foreign firms. 
Speaking at the Ard-Fheis on the previous 
day the President had said that while there 
had been changes in the policy of the Fianna 
Fail Party for the last three years they ha 
been due to the fact that more information 
had been absorbed by it. That might be true 
enough, but it was not that the information 
was not available before they came into office. 


It had been more profitable for party purposes 
to turn a blind eye to certain facts. His 
desire was to support the second reading of 


the bill. 
CREATING NEW PROBLEMS 
Mr. 8. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) asked 


what would be the position in regard té 
insurance. Would the State have to guarantee 
the same results—as good results—té the 
policy-holders as the foreign companies. He 
thought that question hardly could be 
answered at the moment. If the State insisted 
on the separation of the life business from the 
other businesses; if it insisted that either a 
company had to amalgamate with another 
company or get out of business; if it took 
powers to invest capital and to appoint the 
majority of shareholders and the managing 
director, then that company obviously became 
a Government imsurance company, and he 
thought that would create new problems. 
There was the problem of whether the 
Government would have to compete in active} 
competition with insurance companies which 
were not unde Government control. The 
State insurance company would be handi- 
capped to the extent that it only could 
invest its money in certain gilt-edged, and, 
probably. trustee securities, whereas the 
companies that were competing with it could 
afford te take risks could afford to gamble, 
perhaps be successful in that gambling, 
and might be able to give better returns. 


A DISQUIETING SPEECH 
Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY (U.I., Mayo) 


said that it was necessary that the House 
should get information, which could be 
‘gathered only by a committee owing to the 
disquieting nature ot the speech which had 


been made by the Mimster in introducing | 
the bill. He seldom had heard a more dis- 
quieting speech. fo. ail through it ran the 
innuendo that the country was full of in- 
solvent insurance companies. He did not 
believe that th native insurance companies 
were in the position anyone reading the 
Minister's speech would conclude they were. 
By amalgamation ot tw~ unsound companies 
they could not make them sound, but would 
simply amaigamave th: debts and liabilities. 
Neither would lending money to an in- 
solvent compan make that company 
financially soun The entire insurance 
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way sound or satisfactory. It was the 
intention of the Minister that the bill should 
not deal with either live-stock or burglary 
at all, but, after the bill became law, would 
it be legal to insure live-stock or insure 
against burglary? There was nothing im the 
bill to say tha* its provisions would not 
apply to either live-stock or burglary. 

At the present time the legal position 
was that the agent of an insurance company 
was the agent for the person for whom he was 
filling up the policy. That was very unfair 
for the public seeking insurance. Untrue 
statements appearing in a proposal for in- 
surance which were not materia] should not 
make the policy void, and he suggested to 
the Minister that no policy should be rendered 
void because statements actually made were 
untrue unless those untrue statements were 
material. : 


OUSTING THE COURTS 


There was an entirely new principle—and a 
most unsatisfactory one—introduced in 
Section 65 of the bill The object of that 
section was to add more and more to the 
power of the Oireachtas in ousting the Courts 
and getting civil servants to do the business 
of the judges. That was unsatisfactory, and 
should not be done. It would not save ex- 
pense, as the Minister had stated, but would 
add to expense. People would have to go to 
the expense of appearing by counsel or 
solicitor before an untrained civil servant; 
there would be a very much longer hearing 
than in the Circuit Court ; expenses would be 
higher than in the Circuit Court; costs would 
have to be taxed, and, if not paid, an action 
in the Circuit Court to recover costs would 
have to be taken. The dice was already

THE IRISH COMPANIES 


Mr. M. J. KENNEDY (F.F., Longford- 
Westmeath) said he was supporting the bill, 
but there were certain points he would like 
more information about, He had certain 
doubts with reference to the position of the 
Irish companies. He was approaching the 
bill from the point of view of the workers 
and the shareholders in the Irish companies— 
the Minister had looked after the interests 
of the policy-holders very well The state- 
ment of the Minister with regard to the wind- 
jng-up of companies should do away with the 
whispering and canvassing that was being 
carriéd on by the agents of English companies, 
who were saying that this or that Irish com- 
pany would be absorbed by them. 

He contended that if the income which 
English companies derived here-was diverted 
to the Irish companies. their overhead ex- 
penses would be cut in half. It was because 
the total income from industrial and life im- 
surance received by the Irish companies was 
so small that their overheads were high. 

When they talked about the solvency of 
Irish companies, they should contrast their 
position to-day with that of the big millionaire 
English companies when these were only 
twenty years established. The Irish companies 
were actuarially as sound as the others after 
twenty years, and the English companies had 
ninety years in which to reach their present 
millionaire position. No matter what the 
Irish companies did, the ratio of their over- 
head expenses would remain high because of 
the agriculture nature of the country and the 
scattered population, as compared with Great 
Britain with her dense population. 

In another section there seemed an indica- 
tion of a determination to wind up certain 
companies, and he was very much afraid that, 
if the Irish companies were reduced to two 
or three, in ten years the millionaire 
companies would whack and absorb them. He 
thought there should be a provision that funds 
of foreign offices derived here should be in- 


vested in this country. 
ROOTS OF THE TROUBLE 


Mr. MORRISSEY (U.I., Tipperary) said 
that his main objection to the bill was that 
it did not go to the roots of the trouble. 
It seemed to him that the evils, not only 
in this country, but in Great Britain, in- 
herent in the procuring of industrial 
assurance, had not been touched, except to a 
very limited extent. Until the Minister got 
down to bed-rock of the system_ which 
obtained in this country, as in Great Britain, 
of recruiting insurance agents and the basis 
on which they were paid, he was not going 
to get after the evils. 

There was a considerable number of cases 
of people taking out policies while ignorant 
of their rights. That applied to Irish” and 
British companies. Irish companies had been 
started here at a certain period, and thev 
deserved the fullest possible credit, but 
they must take into consideration the fact 
that many policy-holders had been induced 
to transfer from British companies, and 
these people were entitled to the fullest 


possible protection. 
THE NEED FOR CONTROL 


Dr. RYAN, Minister for Agriculture, said 
that there was need at all times for the 
control and regulation of the insurance 
business, and especially in — to the pro- 
tection of policy-holders. he proposal in 
the bill in regard to the examination of the 
affairs of companies held in every country. 
It was that, if the insurance companies were 
becoming insolvent and would not be able 
to meet their liabilities in seven or ten years 
hence, the Minister should have wer to 
step in and say that he would wind up any

approve of a scheme of amalgamation if suc 
scheme were put to him by the 
hecoming insolvent.

| be arranged that a good lot of this business 
would go back again and be distributed 
amongst Irish companies. That would give a 
large amount of business to the Irish com- 
panies without upsetting to a great extent 
present arrangements. It also had the ad- 
vantage of leaving the way open 
for some other method of dealing 
with this matter, if it was found on trial 
not to be a success; and if it was a success, 
moge and more business would go to the 
Trish companies until they were asked to 
carry out all the fire and accident business 
available in the country. As one associated 
with an Irish insurance company for many 
years, he thought the Minister could not 
have produced a better scheme for the pro- 
tection of Irish companies, keeping in mind 
his first duty of protecting the policy-holder. 


THE POLICY-HOLDERS 


Mr. W. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) said 
that he was glad that the bill was taking 
steps to provide policy-holders with security, 
stability and guarantees, which they had 
not so far had in respect of insurance busi- 


ness in this country. It was the obvious duty 
of the State to exercise the utmost vigilance 
on behalf of the policy-holders, and it was 
necessary to insure that they would be pro- 
tected against many of the risks that they 
had to face in the past. The main considera- 


tion of both Irish and British companies was 
to pet as much new business as possible and 
to lapse as many old policies as possible. A 
bill which provided for the security of the 
policy-holders should not be delayed. They 
ought to recognise tliat. they were placing 
these companies in a very special and privi- 


leged position, and should extract from them 
guarantees as regards those employed by 
them. There was no provision in the bill that 
dealt with the exploitation of agents by 
certain companies. The companies ought to 
be compelled to pay a fair standard of wage, 
and the employing of whole armies of part- 
time, spare-time and underpaid employés 
should be prevented 

He was afraid the proposals in the bill 
would result in much disemployment. 

Mr. BECKETT (U.I., South Dublin) said 
that 98 per cent. of the employés in insur- 
ance business in this country were Irish 
nationals and anything that would shake the 
security of their jeapternenl should be very 
carefully considered. 

Mr. McGUIRE (U.I., South Dublin) said 
that it would be almost impossible to find 
time to study the provisions of this bill on 
which deputies were expected to vote. It 
was right that policy-holders should get some 

rotection, but to make the passage of the 

ill an occasion for slanderous and vituperous 
statements such as had been made from the 
Labour benches was going too fer. 


MAJOR OPERATIONS 


Mr. COSTELLO, K.C. (U.I., Co. Dublin) 
said that what they were actually gettin 
was a bounteous measure of inquisition an 
supervision under the bill. Some months ago 
an Irish insurance company had been formed, 
and in its prospectus, which had the benedic- 
tion of the Ministers for Industry and Com- 
merce and for Finance, was a statement that 
the prospects of Irish insurance were much 
enhanced by a bill introduced in December, 
1934. That bill had been withdrawn and the 
gow bill was an absolutely different one. 
n that bill they were given the conclusions 
of the Government and they were ordered to 
take them or leave them, They were ordered 
to take them by a Government that had 
wobbled about in the best method for treat- 
ing the problem, The Government's case for 
the bill was the fact that they were the 
Government’s conclusions. That was all. The 
Minister had not explained the bill. 
_ Each of the Irish insurance companies, 
immediately that the bill was passed, would 
be subject to a major operation, and if they 
emerged successfully from that operation, then 
for the rest of their lives they were to be 
subjected to strong doses from the Minister 
of Preventive Medicines in the way of checks, 
balance sheets, inspections and valuations. A 
whole system of inquisition was provided for 
in the bill. It seemed to him to be a rather 
extraordinary provision that when they had one 
Irish insurance company, which after going 
through its period of formation and survived 
a period of great anxiety had reached a period 
of comparative security, it should find itself 
faced with the proposition that because 
another company was insolvent it was to take 


that company on its back. 
The tendency of the Minister towards 
bureaucracy, he said, was manifest in the bill. 


A BEWILDERING MEASURE 


Mr. P. McGILLIGAN (U.I1., National 
University) said that one would have thought 
in considering the matter of the insurance 
business that all the cards would have been 
placed on the table; that the relative strength 
and relative weakness of the insurance com- 
panies, or groups of insurance companies, one 
to the other, would have been disclosed. There 
were evident misapprehensions about the bill, 
and there was an amount of obscurity as to 
what it meant. The Minister for Agriculture, 
he said, had supported the arguments for the 
bill, and all that the Minister had to say was 
that it was the best thing a good Government 
could produce. At the same time, the 
Minister admitted that insurance was an in- 
tricate business; therefore, he (Mr. 
McGilligan) assumed that for. that reason 
alone the Fianna Fail Government must 
interfere with it; for, bull-like in a china 
shop, it did not interfere unless the production 
was delicate and rare, and the 
Minister for Agriculture had, undovbtedly,

that they were in no way affected themselves, 
and they were playing with other people's 
money. 
RE-INSURANCE 

If this re-insurance was going to benefit 
the community and Irish companies, surely 
it should be left a matter of choice to the 
individual companies, particularly as they 
were told that the 4 ast majority of policy 
holders were inclined to favour Irish com- 
panies. The Minister had told them that it 
would not be possible to permit the whole of 
the insurance to be retained in the country, 
because in fire alone the risk carried ran to 
£400,000. The re-insurance company would 
only carry part of that risk, and the rest 
would be insured abroad as at present. The 
re-insurance company would have the offer of 
all business. .It would skim the cream and 
hold it, passing on the rest. He would like 
to know would the rest be at the old rate of 
insurance?

MINISTER’S REPLY 


Concluding the debate, Mr. LEMASS, 
Minister. for Industry and Commerce, said 
that, if it had been shown that any useful 
result would come from the setting up of a 
select committee, or that there was any 
alternative policy to that in the bill, and if 
it were make clear that there was no good 
reason for expediting the passage of the 
measure, it would be hard to argue against 
the amendment. They had, however, heard 
no alternative proposal from the Opposition 
speakers. Deputy McGilligan had attempted 
to prove that there had been a variation in 
the policy of the Fianna Fail Government, 
but, if there had been any such variation, it 
had not been very considerable. The fact 
that there had been a slight variation, at 
any rate, proved that there was a policy 
on insurance. The outstanding feature of 
the debate. was that there had not come 
from a single deputy opposite any sugges- 
tion or hint of any alternative policy to 
that in the bill, with the exception of Deputy 
‘Norton’s proposal that industrial insurance 
should be nationalised. 

Why, he asked, should the Government 
set up a committee, having itself given the 
matter long consideration and examined re- 
ports of previous committees?’ They had 
decided, on the main, to act on these re- 

rts, and it was not desirable that there 
should be further delay. In so far as this 
bill reformed the law relating to industrial 
insurance and provided safeguards for 
members of the working classes who availed 
of that form of insurance, it was urgently 
required. The bill implemented the policy 
of the Government for the development of 


Irish insurance. 


THE ENGLISH COMPANIES 


The English companies had built them- 
selves up with the widespread use of prac- 
tices which now were illegal, and, although 
now, in their security, they sanctimoniously 
condemned the practices, it was by the use of 
those practices that they now were so 
wealthy. The story of the manner in which 
these companies developed showed that it 
was necessary for them to bring into law 
rovisions to provide that no company would 

ome wealthy at the expense of the Irish 
workers. While some Irish companies were 
becoming stronger, there were some im 
respect of which from the returns submitted 
that did not seem to be. If it should 
happen that their insolvency was in-

it was difficult to say; but no alternative 
system could be undertaken except the 
stronger units of insurance merged as a result 
of the operations of the bill. It was quite 
true that the proposed amalgamation of com- 
panies ultimately might lead to a reduction 
of the existing redundancy of staffs, but it 
did not follow that redundancy would be 
followed by disemployment. There were 
obvious circumstances that made it impossible 
at that stage to meet the difficulties that 
might arise in connection with the disposal of 
the staffs of amalgamated companies. The 
matter would have to be considered when each 
scheme was submitted, but he again could 
express the opinion that no substantial dis- 
employinent of persons who were now getting 
their income from the business would result 
from the bill. 

Referring to the power of the Minister in 
regard to disputes, the Minister said that the 
provision in the bill followed that in the 
British Act of 1923.. The section did not debar 
any person from having recourse to the 
courts. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN’S amendment for a 
Select Committee was defeated, there being 
52 votes for and 74 against—majority 22. 

The bill passed the second reading. The 
Committee stage was fixed for the 5th 
February next.

Fog 

It occurred to me the other day, writes 
a correspondent, while looking down on 
the city from the heights above Killakee, 
that Dublin is fortunate in escaping the 
fogs which cause so much inconvenience in 
other cities.

“CG he Hockings 


The two brothers Hocking, one of whom 
died the other day, were both excellent 
story-tellers as well as writers of best- 
selling novels. Joseph Hocking was much 
interested in the activities of the Jesuits, 
and spent some time in Ireland investi- 
gating their work here. It was, I think, 
Silas K. Hocking who used to tell the 
story which I heard repeated a few nights 
azo at a gathering at which some in- 
surance men were discussing rather acidly, 
but not without some humour, the In- 
surance Bill now before Dail Fireann.

Mr. P. J. Ruttledge, Minister for Justice 
presided yesterday, when the Fianna Fail 
Ard Fheis was resumed in the Mansion 
House, Dublin. 

Votes of ee were passed with the 
relatives of the late Mr. Humphrey Murphy 
a member of the Military Service Pensions 
Board, and Senator Seamus Robinson on the 
death of his mother. 

The meeting had before it a motion by 
the Douglas Cumann (Cork) requesting the 
Government to define ‘‘military service,” 
under the Military Service Pensions Act, 
1934. It was moved by Mr. Thomas 
O’ Mahoney. 

Mr. M. J. Lennon (Dublin) said that. 
unlike other countries, the principle in the 
Act of last year was in respect merely of 

service.” an old Easter Week man. he 
said, no demand for pensions went out from 
those who fought. 

Mrs. Hyland (Ranelagh, Dublin) moved 
that service pensions should not be granted 
to persons in adequate remunerative employ- 
ment, and that persons at present being 
paid should be revised and abolished in the 
case of highly-paid officials or employés 

Mr. Caldwell (Crossakeel, Meath) seconded 
the latter motion. 

Mr. Sean Moylan, T.D., said that when 
the old I.R.A. went out they did not expect 
pensions, and, if it was necessary now for 
the welfare of the country to do without 
these pensions, they would do so. 


GOVERNMENT POLICY 


Mr. F. Aiken, Minister for Defence replying 
to the debate, said that military service 
pensions were an established fact. It was 
Government policy, and he was concerned 
to see that the men who took the Govern- 
ment's side in the civil war would be treated 
equally with the men on the other side. In 
order to see that that would be done, they 
appointed on the Pensions Board two old 
officers who took ‘their side—men known 
throughout the country for their active ser- 
vice. The people could rest assured that 
every man who gave distinguished service 
would get the pension he wag entitled to 
according to law. Up to now men who gave 
active service during the wars were well satis- 
fied with the treatment that had been meted 
out. He had the utmost confidence in the 
Board of Assessors and the referees that fair 
hearing would be given to applicants and 
pensions justly awarded. He was, however, 
perturbed at the length of time it would 
take to deal with applications, and he ap- 
pealed to the old I.R.A. officers to get to- 
gether again and co-operate with the board 
in speeding up matters. They had not got 
the co-operation of the old I.R.A. as they 
should have done. With full co-operation 


from the old I.R.A. they could clear off all 
claims in 12 or 18 months. 
The resolutions were then adopted.

WIDOWS’ PENSIONS 


Dr. RYAN, replying on behalf of the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health, informed Mr. J. P. Pattison (Lab., 
Carlow-Kilkenny) that it was intended that 
Friday, órd January, 1936, should be the first 
appointed day for the payment of non-contri- 
butory pensions for pre-Act widows and 
orphans under the Widows and Orphans 
Act, 1935. He also stated that the number of 
applications under that Act received up to and 
includi the 2nd December was 18,719. 
Thirty-three claims had been withdrawn; 
5,026 had been determined, and 13,699 applica- 
tions were awaiting decision. Up to the 2nd 
December, 318 applications for widows’ pen- 
sions had been sanctioned for payment. No 
applications on behalf of orphans had heen 
sanctioned, 4,627 applications by widows and 
42 orphans’ applications had been rejectod. 

Dr. RYAN, replying to Mr. J..M. Dillon 
(U.L, Donegai), on behalf of the Minister for 
Local Government, said that the Town Plan- 
ning Act, 1934, contained all necessary powers 
concerning ribbon-building. The engineering 
and architectural professions were fully alive 
to the objections to ribbon development. It 
was not going on all over the Ar? as the 
question suggested. If Deputy Dillon sup- 
plied particulars of any case he would have 
the necessary inquiries made. : 

Mr. LEMASS, in reply to Mr. Dillon, said 
that complaints had been received from manu- 
facturers or retailers that they were unable 
to get supplies of cotton thread from the 
Westport Thread Factory, and licences had 
been issued for the import of cotton thread 
free of duty. 


CATTLE FOR GERMANY 


Replying to Mr. Davia, the MINISTER for 
AGRICULTURE said that two or three per- 
sons were appointed as buyers for the pur- 
pose of buying cattle for export to Germany 
and Belgium. They were employed as required 
on a commission basis. Purchases were made in 
the Dublin market and in rural areas remote 
from Dublin. In selecting the latter districts 
regard was had to the number of suitable 
cattle likely to be available, and the relative 
proximity of the districts to the port of ship- 
ment. Before visiting a district the buyer 
was supphied by the Department with a list 
of persons who had informed the Department 
that they had suitable fat cattle for sale, or 
whose names had been obtained from the 
County Committees of Agriculture.

Dr. Hannigan (Dublin) proposed a resolu- 
tion in the name of Westmeath Comhairle 
Dailcheanntair calling for the abolition of 
the Local Appointments Commission. . 

Mr. Eugene O’Reilly (National Univer- 
sity), in seconding, said that the general 
feeling throughout the country among people 
who knew what they were talking about 
was that the Appointments Commission was 


not an impartial body. 


APPOINTMENTS 


President de Valera said that the first 
question to consider was, ought they to have 
an Appointments Commission at all? The 
Commission was a statutory body with inde- 
pendent governors. He did not think any- 
body would think that it would be an im: 
provement to substitute for the Civil Service 
Commission the Executive Council. He would 
not undertake that job. If it were part of the 
duty of the Executive Council to make 
appointments to the Civil Service as 4 
patronage privilege, he, for one, would have 
nothing to do with it. 

It was wise to have an independent body 
making appointments. He believed that the 
Commissioners were more likely to act im- 
partially than twenty-six such groups living 
amid the local circumstances. 

The Commissioners did not restrict the 
appointments to people living here. One of 
the reasons was that a large number of their 
young people who had left the Universities 
here had gone across the water for experience. 
They could restrict all appointments to 
nationals, but he would not advocate it. - 

The majority of the members of his party 
would not return to the system of appoint- 
ments by the local bodies, and did not think 
it would be in the national interest to do so. 
Everything that he personally could do to see 
that the Appointments Commission worked 
impartially had been done. If the Commission 
failed he could only conclude that it would be 
due to ordinary human frailty. He 
believed that in a very large percentage 
of the cases complaints were made because 
people thought that they, or their relatives, 
were better than other candidates. In no 
complaint that he had examined had he found 
a proper basis for it. The Ard Fheis, before 
voting for the abolition of the present method 
of making appointments, should ask itself 
what was the alternative. 

The resolution was defeated.

The MINISTER FOR EDUCATION, reply- 
ing to a question regarding overcrowding of 
schools in Dublin, asked by Mr. J. Good (In- 
dependent.

Within the past two years 
grants-in-aid amounting to £81,000, approx!- 
mately, had been sanctioned for the provision 
of four new schools in the city and suburbs, 
and for expensive schemes of reconstruction 
and enlargement of four existing schools. 

In addition, his Department had under con- 
sideration. proposals for the erection of several 
new acho in the outlying districts and in 
city parishes which would involve State 
grants-in-aid to the extent of £145,000. The 
erection of the new buildings in some of these 
cases would be begun early in the new year. 
On the completion of this programme it was 
to be expected that the accommodation in 
Dublin for primary school children would 
then be adequate.

James Farley, announced to-day that at 
the forthcoming meeting of Congress he 
will request funds for the initiation of a 
trans-Atlantic air mail service. 

Experimental flights, Mr. Farley added, 
are starting next summer and the service 
will probably be in operation in 1937. 

Representatives of the K.L.M. (Dutch 
Airways) and Lufthansa (German), an 
unnamed British promoter and an in- 
formal French mission have already con- 
ferred with Post Office officials on the 
question of co-operation, the said, while 
members of a second British group, repre- 
senting Imperial Airways, were now in 
Washington. 

The French mission is expected to 
return to the United States later this 
year with definite proposals. 

The air mail contract will go to an 
American company, said Mr. Farley, but 
in view of the necessity for foreign land- 
ing grounds arrangements will probably 
be made for the joint operation of the 
service by two companies, one American, 
the other foreign. 

Another official of the Post Office said 
that the southern route via Bermuda and 
the Azores was most favourably viewed at 
present, as the northern route from Nova 
Scotia to Ireland was not practical al) the 
year round and could not be made so for 
at least several years.

CO” the motion for the adjournment of 
the Dail last night, Mr. D. Morrissey 
(U.L, Tipperary) asked the Minister for 
Ágriculture to make a definite statement 
as to what he proposed to do in the case 
of farmers who had not yet been able to 
get rid of their barley crop. He said that 
the question of the surplus barley crop 
this year and its disposal was an urgent 
and serious matter, as barley was the main 
cash crop of the year. 

There were about 20,000 barrels to be 
disposed of in the hands of Tipperary 
farmers. In many cases this year’s barley 
had given the best yield within living 
memory. Farmers who had been unable 
to dispose of this cash crop to meet their 
annuities had been served with six-day 
notices by ‘the Government. 


POSITION IN KILKENNY 


Mr. Holohan (U.I., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
said that it was the duty of the Minister 
to take steps to secure the disposal of the 
surplus grain in the country. The posi- 
tion was a bad one, and immediate steps 
should be taken in the matter. 

Mr. Sean Gibbons (F.F., Carlow- 
Kilkenny) said that the Minister had been 
very aetive for many weeks in connection 
with this matter. It was wrong to say 
that the Minister had done nothing. In 
Kilkenny the position was improving, 
following the Minister’s action in the past 
few weeks, with the result that the glut 
was being cleared. 


URGENT AND SERIOUS 


The Minister for Agriculture said that 
he agreed that the matter was urgent and 
serious. As he had told the deputy 
already, the situation would be cleared up 
almost immediately. About three weeks 
ago a scheme was put up to the buyers 
that if they bought at a certain figure 
the Government would guarantee them 
against loss. A number bought corn on 
that proposal, but they were deceived as 
regards the amount of corn in the country, 
and they asked for a little more to meet 
the expense of kiln drying. As a result 
of negotiations the buyers were going out 
to buy the corn still on hands, and farmers 
would be quite safe in holding out for 
another week or ten days. 

Before they faced another harvest they 
would have to bring proposals before the 
Dail to provide additional storage. 

The House also discussed the proposal 
of Messrs. P. McGovern and T. J. Donovan 
that farms run by agricultural instructors 
should be established in each county to 
demonstrate to farmers in a practical 
manner how to make the farming industry 
pay.

Other State Department quarters con- 
ceded that specific Congressional authorisa- 
tion would be necessary to extend the 
present embargo to war materials of a 
class the export of which the Government 
is now trying to stop by moral pressure. 


NEW YORK CHALLENGE 


In New York to-day a Federal Judge 
signed an order requiring five leading 
members of the Administration to show 
cause on Tuesday why they should not 
be restrained from carrying out the recent 
warnings of the National Munitions Con- 
trol Board on shipments of oil, cotton, 
scrap iron and copper to Italy. 

The persons named in the order are:— 
Mr. Cordell Hull, Secretary of State; Mr. 
Henry Morgenthau, junior, Secretary of 
the Treasury: Mr. George H. Dern, Sec- 
retary of War. Mr. C. A. Swanson, Sec- 
retary of the Navy; and Mr. D. C. Roper, 
Secretary of Commerce. 

The order resulted from a suit filed by 
Philip Giordano, of the New York Italian- 
language newspaper, Jl Progreso, in an 
attempt to have the Board’s attitude in 
respect of the above-mentioned commodi- 
ties declared unconstitutional and void. 

Mr. Giordano insisted that it was not 
directed against the United States 
Neutrality Act, which he considers proper. 
The suit is mainly the result of the warn- 
ing delivered on November 15 by Mr. 
Cordell Hull to the effect that shipments 
of the commodities in question were 
directly contrary to United States policy. 

The plaintiff stated that prior to the 
warning he intended shipping oil to Italy. 
He added that the suit was designed to 
prevent any action being taken in the 
future to extend the Neutrality Act to

U NUSUAL features in the murder trial 


which opened here to-day, before Mr. 
Liam Price, D.J., in which Andrew 
Wolahan, Dunbur House, Wicklow, is 
charged with murdering Thomas King, a 
retired lighthouse-keeper, Dunbur Cottage, 
were thaalleged surrender and confession 
by Wolohan within half-an-hour of the 
commission of the crime.

Mr. J. H. McCarroll, solicitor, defend- 
ing, said that his instructions were to in- 
form the Court that the defence would be 
that at the time of the commission of the 
crime the accused man was not mentally 
capable of knowing what he was doing. 

Mrs. Jane Earls, Dunbur, deposed that 
about 10.30 p.m. on November 5th 
Matthew Wolahan knocked, and she went 
with him to Wolahan’s fields and saw 
Thomas King’s body. From the position 
she assumtd him dead. She remained till 
John Wolahan arrived, and then called her 
husband. 

To Mr. McCarroll—She knew Andrew 
Wolahan, who sometimes visited her house. 
He used to stay jn front of the glass, comb- 
ing back his hair, and his conversation 
sometimes was ‘‘ rambling.’’ 

William Earls stated that on November 
5th Andrew Wolahan worked al! day at 
his own threshing, and he noticed nothing 
unusual in his demeanour. He knew 
Andrew Wolahan fifteen years, and 
thought him quite harmless. He rambled 
in his speech and was a bit odd. 


“ QUEER " 


Matthew Wolahan stated that Andrew 
was at home when Thomas King called to 
the house. Witness went into Wicklow, 
and returning about 10 o’clock he saw 
King’s body lying in the field. 

Witness’s brother Andrew had an opera- 
tion on his eve ten years ago, and since 
then was a little bit queer, and became 
worse in the last year. Andrew usually 
went to bed at 7 o’clock, and was sleeping 
all day. He used to laugh to himself when 
working and rambled in conversation, 
which he would repeat forty times and 
then suddenly quote Shakespeare. 

John Wolohan, father of the accused 
man, gave evidence of King’s visit to the 
house of Leary subsequently to the 
murder. He did not know where Andrew 
had gone that night, and he did not know 
that any dispute existed between Andrew 
and members of the King family. 

To Mr. McCarroll—Follewing the opera- 
tion, Andrew became odd and dull in his 
ways, getting worse in the last twelve 
months. 

William. Lily, Margaret and Mary 
Wolohan gave evidence as to the accused 
man’s mental state. . 

William Kavanagh, Dunbur, stated that

on the night of November 5th he was 
returning home, and, noticing a shadow 
in the field, he went towards it and saw 
Andy Wolohan, who said: ‘‘ Good-night, 
Bill; how are you going on.” Wolohan 
then went towards Wicklow. Witness 
shouted his name, but he did not answer. 
Wolohan appeared normal. 

Joseph Keogh corroborated, saying that 
Wolohan spoke to Kavanagh quite calmly. 

To Mr. McCarroll—Wolohan, who kept 
to himself, often said the same thing over 
and over again, and used to quote Shake. 
speare. He always regarded Wolohan as 
a harméess individual.

President de Vaiera was replying to two 
resolutions moved by Mr. Glinchy 
(Donegal) : 
1—Commending the policy of the 
Government at Geneva, which was carried, 
with one dissentient ; and 
2—Demanding that the Government 
claim recognition of Ireland’s independ- 
ence at the League of Nations ; and if such 
was not accorded. that the Free State re- 
preesntative should withdraw from Geneva, 
which was defeated by a big majority. 
Senator Honan (Clare) seconded. 
Mr. McDevitt (Donegal) supported. 
Mr. Eoin O’Mahony (Cork) said that 
as they were members of the League of 
Nations it was their duty to stand by the 


President. As a result of the League's 
action Mussolini would be smashed, and 
the Communists would come into power in 
Italy. In that event one of their first 
steps would be to give the Pope his walk- 
ing papers, and it might be that this 
country would have to provide a home for 
the Pope. He suggested they might oifer 
the Pone the Island of Cobh as a home for 
a few years. 


QUESTIONS INVOLVED 


President de Valera said that two ques- 
tions were involved—one, whether in these 
circumstances they should be members of 
the League of Nations at all; and the 
other, whether being members they were 
right in the attitude taken at Geneva in 
the present Italian-Abyssinian dispute. 
His own view was that the first question 
had never been properly examined by the 
people of this country, and he thought that 
was a very dangerous situation. It had 
been examined by the Government, and 


up his mind easily. ; 

There was one thing he was anxious to 
save the country from, and that was Irom 
entering into obligations which they would 
not be able to carry out. He believed that, 
on the whole, the balance was in favour ol 
their being members of the League, but 
their taking that step was a very serious 
one for their people. The League was a 
definite legal association, with certain legal 


obligations. It was not the sort of 
Assembly where people came together, 
and each guaranteed that the rights

limited purpose, and that purpose 
was necessarily limited. One could not 
go to the League of Nations and make 
demands of all sorts. One could go there 
if there was a likelihood of the peace ol 
the world being affected, but there must 
be a serious threat of war; otherwise the 
League would become a Court to which all 
sorts of questions would be brought. 


RELATIONS WITH ENGLAND

The question of their relations with 
England would probably not be attended 
to at the League at the present time. Their 
membership there, however, did not pre- 
vent them working here for the unity 
and independence of this country. They 
could continue to work to: secure that 
unity and independence by any method in 
their power while still remaining in the 
League. Any question that might involve 
war would possibly be a question for the 
League. He would like people to get it 
out of their heads, however, that the exist- 
ing League was a place where one could 
‘bring up all sorts of questions. 


OBLIGATIONS 


Membership of the League was a very 
important thing for the Irish people. They 
must make up their minds that if they 
were in the League they would have to 
fulfil to the letter and in spirit their 
obligations. Otherwise they would have to 
get out of the League. In the present 
circumstances their obligations were 
definite and clear. He thought that no 
one could come to any other conclusion 
than that in this particular case ltaly was 
the aggressor. He had no difficulty in his 
mind in saying Italy was the aggressor. 
Was there any doubt that Italy had in- 
vaded Abyssinia and had not carried out 
her obligations under the League 
Covenant ? His answer to Italy as represent- 
ing the country was: If there was a 
question of slavery, if Abyssinia was not 
doing things as a member of the League, 
then there was a way of bringing the 
matter to the League to be settled. 


WHEN PEACE COMES 


He did not want to say anything harsh 
about Italy or any country. It was said 
that this was an imperialist war, but if 
it was Italy had no complaint to make. 
Why did Italy transgress? Great Britain 
had not transgressed her obligations in 
this matter. It was true that there had 
been maneuvring between the Imperial 
Powers which would make nauseating 
reading. It would require all the strength 
of the small nations in the League to see 
when peace was being brought about that 
it would be a peace which would respect 
Abyssinian independence. 

When this whole matter was finished he 
would like the question of their member- 
ship of the League of Nations to be 
thrashed out, and if anything arose in the 
future, then the Irish people would under- 
stand the obligations of League member- 
ship. There was no legal obligation what- 
ever to engage in military sanctions. As 
members of the League there could be no 
question in his mind as to their having 
taken the proper attitude at Geneva in 
present circumstances. There was no 
choice whatever in the matter. One thing 
they eould not say was that they could 
be in the League and take advantage of 
it, and in the same breath, when it came 
to a question of carrying out their obliga- 
tions, refuse to do so. He did not think 
that there could be in the minds of any- 
one present any dotbt that the line taken 
had the proper one. There was not 
the shadow of an alternative, except one 
that would bring dishonour on their

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ee HE Insurance Bill failed to distinguish 


itself in the Dail yesterday. The 
whole session, up to private members’ time 
at 9 p.m., was devoted to discussion of its 
second stage, and till about half-past eight 
it came in for rather indeterminate abuse 
from Government and Opposition alike. | 
Deputy MacGilligan was the only 
speaker who seemed to face up to the bill 
in its entirety; and he himself, at the end 
of his speech, observed that, of course, all 
this was quite useless, since the House 
had no knowledge of the subject tinder dif- 
cussion. He began by saying that the sole 
duty of the Dail was to debate the pro- 
posals put before it, and that, therefore, 
the Dail had a right to demand that all 
cards should be laid on the table. As, 
however, it was somewhat undesirable that 
the financial position of all the insurance 
companies concerned should be explained 
in open debate, the only just course in this 
highly important matter was to institute! a 
special committee of inquiry. The com- 
mittee then could tell the House exactly 
what issues were at stake and what effect 
the bill would have upon the insurance 
business 
He recalled the speeches made earlier in 
the day, and in each one of them he found 
that deputies were in need of more in- 
formation than had been supplied bv the 
Minister’s introductory speech. All of 
them were under some delusion or othe 
about the effect of the bill. | 


THE MINISTER CONCLUDES 


The Minister for Industry a:.d Come 
merce, in his concluding speech, gave hijm 
little satisfaction. He complained that no 
one had made any alternative suggestion, 
An inquiry only would delay the bill, and, 
as far as he could see, no useful purpose 
of any kind would be served by it. He 
suspected that the Opposition had 
demanded the inquiry to abselve them- 
selves of the necessity of giving construc 
tive advice. 

This might just conceivably be a little 
unfair, since the committee stage will give 
the Opposition scope for all the suggestion 
they like to make. 


VEHEMENT DEFENCE 


For the rest of his speech Mr. Lemass 
defended the bill very vehemently indeed. 
In other countries the failure of young 
insurance companies had spread extensive 
desolation, and that was in countries where 
the failure of one concern did not by any 
means entail the destruction of all the 
others. In the Free State, however, the 
insolvency of even one small company 
might precipitate a general crash. State 
control, under those circumstances, was 
most urgently needed. In the proposed 
division of business into life insurance and 
general insurance we merely are following 
the example of British legislation; and, 
in any case, no firm ever should have been 
allowed to combine the two. It was en 
utterly unsound principle. There is also 
precedent for interference by the Minister 
in disputes in British legislation; and, 
furthermore, where some types of insur- 
ance are compulsory, it is only right that 
the Minister should be given power Wo fix 
the rates of premiums. 

Throughout this speech the Minister for 
Finance, gazed at Mr. Lemass so intently 
that the latter may have felt a slight 
warmth upon his cheek. 


NO LICENSING PROVISION 


There were many other speakers in the 
lotig debate, but most of them dealt only 
with isolated points that had caught their 
attention. eputy FitzGerald-Kenney 
and Deputy Kennedy, on the Government 
side, made two of the most lengthy 
speeches. Deputy FitzGerald-Kenney de- 
plored the amalgamation proposals on the 
cround that they merely would accumulate 
executive incompetence; he asked where 
the reduction in overhead charges would 
come from when the Minister had promised 
that there would be no sweeping reduction 
of staffs; and finally wanted to know if 
the various types of insurance not 
mentioned in the bill (live-stock, marine, 
etc.), would become illegal when, if ever, 
the bill was passed. No provision seemed 
to be made for licensing them, and, there- 
fore, without a licence, such business 
might not be transacted. 

This rather startling discovery precipi- 
tated a consultation between the Minister 
for Agriculture: and Mr. Lemass, and 
there was a good deal of searching aiuong 
heaps of documents. As Deputy Fitz- 
Gerald-Kenney was speaking himself 
during most of the resultant explanation, 
however, nothing very clear emerged. 


RECITATION 


Deputy Kennedy, the other deputy with 
a good deal to say, early admitted that 
he was connected with the insurance 
business personally. It was the first time 
I have heard him make a speech in the 
Dail. He read out various sections of the 
bill in their entirety—a laborious perform- 
ance filled with “ such pursuance of such 
policies by such companies,’ and other 
and then said: “ I contend that 
this provision is too extreme.”

HUNTING 
KILDARE HOUNDS 


On Tuesday, from the meet at Tipperkevin, 
we spent some time hunting between Barrets- 
town and Glenmore, on a bad scent, without 
any results. Going on to Elverstown, a fox 
found there broke on the Punchestown side, 
but, being headed on the road, turned back 
right-handed across The Slade and over Slieve 
Rha Hill, and was marked to ground on the 
far side in Newtown-Great. Eadestown and 
Forenaughts were both blank. However, find- 
ing in Furness, hounds hunted their fox down 
the hill and over the double, and, on a much- 
improved scent, began to run hard 
Arthurstown covert, which they kept on their 
right nearly down to Fodeens, then left- 
handed over the Johnstown road, and, leavi 
Kill Hill on the left hand, ran through Kil 
warden into Bishopscourt, where he was 
marked to ground in the old covert, after a 
capital gallop of thirty-five minutes. 


FINGAL HARRIERS 


Quite a good field met hounds at Bally- 
boughal, and we found a hare immediately 
along the river bank. Hounds ran over a nice 
line of country to the hill of Baidu and 
into Newlawn. Turning to the right here 
through the Grove, our quarry made a big 
circle before crossing the Ned road into the 
Grange, hounds being stopped in Drishogue, 
as we were getting out of our draw. We 
found again on Mrs. Dodd’s farm, and a fast 
hunt followed through Cookstown and Bealins- 
town into Baldurgan, and almost to the 
village of Ballyboughal, where puss was 
headed, and, bearing sharply to the left, ran 
straight to the Grove, hounds running out of 
svent on the Dublin road, leaving a beaten 
hare. | 

The usual big Tuesday field turned out at 
Fieldstown Bridge in brilliant sunshine, 
although the country was frost-bound until 
fairly late in the day, and horses found it 
difficult to travel on the roads. Scent varied 
very much during the day, hounds being able 
to run quite fast at times. Nothing much 
could be done with a hare found on Mr. 
Ward's farm. Scent appeared to be very 
ood when we found a hare on Mr. Thunder's 
and, near Rowlestown Chapel, and hounds 
simply raced through the Scathernagh, and 
crossed the Drishogue road well ahead of the 
field, and hunted at a great pace through the 
near side of Skidoo, and into Warblestown, 
thence by Lispopple into Mrs. Griffin’s farm, 
where our quarry got into the garden, and 
we left her. A short ring followed from 
Killeen to the Cabra with a very poor scent. 
The day finished with a smart scurry from 
Baronstown, through Wespalstown to the 
Ballyboughal road. 
The meet to-morrow (Friday) has been 
changed to Roganstown Bridge.

robable that a great many persons do not } 


now that they are a specific Black Forest 
product, the first of which, according to’ his- 
torical records, was made in the central part 
of this district of Germany more than 200 
years ago. 

Anton Ketterer of Schénwald is recorded as 
the man who, about the year 17%, for the 
first time added to the works of the then well- 
known Black Forest wooden clocks two tiny 
bellows which produced the flute-like tone of 
the cuckoo. The clock-making industry was 
already of long standing. he “first clocks 
were made in the midst of the 
Thirty Years War, These first  time- 
pieces were, sa very simple in material 
and construction, ey were made entirely 
of wood, the material so abundantly furnished 
by the forests, from which the clockmaker 
carved out by hand the cogwheels, levers, 
hands and dials. A stone served as weight, 
the regulator was a small wooden horizontal 
beam equipped with small weights, which 
could be moved to accelerate or retard the 
works. An old house on the Rédeck near 
Waldau bears a memorial tablet with the in- 
scription: “ In this house, the so-called Glas- 
hof at Waldau, the Kreutze brothers con- 
structed about 1640 the first Black Forest 


clock.” 


SKILL AND INVENTION 


The skill and inventive spirit of the Black 
Forest clockmakers soon made it possible to 
increase their production by simplifying and 
mechanising the methods of a á oinea An 
important, atep in this development was the 
invention, shortly before the beginning of the 
eighteen century, by Matthias er, oO 
Gutenbach, of a device for producing cogwheels 
in a semi-mechanical manner. At about the 
same time wood was abandoned as a material 


In favour of brass, which made possible both 


an increased production and more precise 
clocks. 

The joy in handwork and in making toys, 
which is inborn in the inhabitants of the 
Black Forest, has, since the invention of the 
cuckoo clock, resulted in a great variety of 
genes mechanical clocks, which also 
helped to spread the products of this in- 
dustry all over the world. Among these are 
clocks with figures which move when the hour 
strikes—the figure with rolling eyes, the 
mower with his scythe, the sentry on patrol 
duty, the Capucine monk who tolls the pray- 
ing bell mornings and evenings, the dumpling 
eater who thrusts the same dumpling into his 
insatiable mouth every hour, tha,butcher who 
kills an ox, the twelve Apostles, ete. 
somewhat gruesome exhibit is the clock in 
which at every hour an executioner beheads 
John the Baptist, who, however, regularly re- 
appears with his head in its proper place, 


NEW CONSTRUCTIONS 


This inclination to “tinker” and produce 
oddly fantastic things still characterises the 
Black Forest clock industry quite as markedly 
as In past centuries. Ever new constructions 
are produced, among them in the last few 
years the alarm clock which lights a light 


when it rings, the dog whose rotating eyes- 


mark the minutes and hours, and others of 
equal originality. There ate clocks which play 
a melody with bells or flutes, and to Black 
Forest ingenuity the world owes the 
orchestrion, an automatic musical instrament 
of greatest perfection. Works costing as much 
as £2,500 are built into these instruments. 
In thd olden days the Black. Forest clock- 
makers attended also to the selling of their 
products, which they carried about in packs 
on their backs. The Black Forest clockseller 
was a familiar figure in the 18th century in 
all European cities, and wandering peddlers 
were even seen occasionally until well into 
the 20th century. Indeed, one of the last 
survivors died only a few years ago. 


A HOME INDUSTRY 


The Black Forest clock industry, in its 
beginnings a home industry, has developed 
to unforeseen proportions. By the year 1815 
a set. lar uction of more than 157,000 
clocks been reached. In 1855 some 
1,600 masters and 5,000 apprentices were 
engaged in making clocks and parts. To-day 
the industry represents a consolidation of 
widely known great undertakings, which 
mé not, only the cheerful cuckoo clocks, 
ut also the most modern and precise time- 
pieces for all purposes. | 

The total German production of timepieces 
amounts to about 16 to 18 millions a year, or 
some 60,000 every working day, and of these 
about 90 per cent. are produced in the 
Black Forest. The chief seats of the industry 
theré are in the Government districts of 
Wolfach, Oberndorf, Rottweil, Villingen, 
Neustadt and Donaueschingen.. The leading 
pm ome gm places are Villingen,* St. 
Georgen, Schramberg, Schwenningen, ° Tri- 
berg, -Furtwangen, eustadt, and a few

T is recorded that Napoleon once remarked : 
| ‘“‘Goettingen does not belong alone to 
Hannover, nor even to Germany. Goet- 
tingen belongs to Europe.” He might well 
have added, “and to America “; for there 
is no institution of learning in Germany 
which has closer relations with the culture of 
the western hemisphere than Goettingen. 
This association dates back almost to the 
very beginnings of Goettingen’s academic 
existence; for in 1766, when the University 
was only forty years old, Benjamin Franklin 
paid it an extended visit, and upon his return 
to the United States founded the University 
of Pennsylvania in Philadelphia, which he 
called “‘the American Goettingen.’’ 


THE “ PERSONA . TOUCH ” 


The history of Goettiagen abounds in 
evidences of this friendly associatian with the 
English-speaking nations. he “ Personal 
Union ” which existed for over a century 
between the Royal Family of England and 
the Crown of Hannover (1717-18357) had 
brought the rey of Hannover, 
Goettingen, into close relations with Great 
Britain. ‘Ths importance attached to this 
relationship led to the issuance; in 1917, of a 
Government mandate directing the University 
to establish a Faculty to be devoted to the 
study of English and American History, 
Jurisprudence. and Politics. This Faculty 
was thereupon consolidated with the Seminary 
of English History and Philology, one of the 
first courses being a series of lectures on the 
life and work of Benjamin Franklin. ‘There 
are now courses given in the English 
language in nearly all of the various faculties 
in Goettingen, and there is a regular quota 
of exchange professors and students between 
Goettingen and American universities. It is, 
therefore, not simply a matter oí 
chance that three of the five present 
Honorary Citizens of academic Goettingen 
are Americans; namely, Professor Thomas 
J. Wertenbaker (Princeton), Professor Julius 
A. Bewer (New York University), and the 
leading industrialist, Wilckes, of New York 
City. Further evidence of American interest 
in Goettingen are the recent generous dona- 
tions of » cools benefactors, which have 
made possible the construction and i an cr 
oí many of Goettingen’s modern laboratory 
buildings. Among these benefactors should 
be mentioned Rockefeller Education 

ard, which has endowed several of the 
Faculties, notably that of Medicine. Nearly 
one-half of the total of 2,300 students are 
attached cither to the Faculty of Medicine 
or the Faculty of Mathematics and Natural 
Science. 


MATHEMATICAL FAME 


Perhaps the most famous institution of 
Goettingen University is its Department of 
Mathematics. To describe all the divisions 
and sub-divisions of this Faculty is not pos- 
sible in this brief outline, and it must suttice 
to mention the great organising talent of 
Felix Klein (deceased, 1923), probably the 
most renowned mathematician of modern 
times. Klein established courses in mathe- 
matical research which have actually in- 
duced almost every scholar in the 
field of higher mathematics and natural 
science to spend at least a semester or two 
at Goettingen. Next in rank to Klein comes 
David Hilperts, who is carrying on the work 
of his great predecessor. In the field of 
chemistry the leading figure is Woehler, the 
discoverer of aluminium; while in physics 
the outstanding names are those of Weber 
and Gauss, w profound studies enabled 
them to make important contributions to the 
discovery of electric telegraphy in 1833. The 
observatory founded b auss contains a 
most perfect collection of works on astronomy 
in the world, and as a companion piece to this 
there is also an observatory and laboratory, 
founded by Gauss and Weber, and known as 
‘‘Gauss House,” devoted to the study of 
earth magnetism and earthquakes It con- 


tains a seismometer capable of magnifying | 


earthquake shocks two million times, which 
has rendered much valuable service the world 
over, Associated with this Faculty of Science 
are the Kaiser Wilhelm Institute for the 
study of electric currents, and the Aero- 
dynamic Institute for the measuring of wind- 
resistance of airplanes. 


THE UNIVERSITY LIBRARY 


Another of  Goettingen’s highly-prized 
treasures ia its University library. Once the 
most valuable, and the second largest libra 
in Prussia. It is especially rich in 18th 
century literature—the classic age of Goet- 
tingen was that of the philosophers Lichten- 
be: and Heyne and the theologian, 
Mic nd in English and American 
literature. Its Hall oí History was once the 
Gothic Chapel of the Paulists. under whose 


arched roof the brothers Grimm, famous for 
their Fairy Tales, used to teach languages 


and history a century ago, while they were 


curators of the university: library. It was 
here that Goethe felt “ as though he were in 
the presence of an enormous fund of silent 
capital which paid interest without measure.”’ 


GOETTINGEN TOWN 


The picturesque little city of Goettingen is 
ideally úad as the home of the great 
university, and it lies conveniently placed for 
visitors from far and near. Four times a day 
the Hamburg-Basle express comes thundering 
into Goettingen, as does also the fast express 
between Hamburg and Munich. The “ Fly- 
ing Frankfurter’’ from Berlin" also passes 
through, so that its railway connections are 
ample. And yet the city has never developed 
along the lines of a metropolis or industrial 
centre. It has always retained its character 
of a typical German university town, and 
almost every one of its 44,000 inhabitants is 
in one way or another connected with the 
‘‘alma mater.” : | 

Upon the old wall which encircles this 
thousand-year-old settlement there is a 
delightful promenade, fringed with trees and 
shrubbery, while under the shelter of. this 
former fortification a confused network of 
quaint little alleys running in all directions 
lead finallv to the Wander Strasse, the main 
street of the town. Here are to be found, 
in addition to the University, the Goettingen 
Riding Academy, and an array of attractive 
beer gardens, cafes, and bookstalls. Here 
one comes to see and to be -seen; it 1s here 
that little tefe-a-tefes are arranged with the 
pretty girls of the town, and not seldom one 
sees a notice posted outside the Registrar's 
office, at the Town Hall, officially announcing 
the approaching nuptails of two young 
people who began by being comrades for a 
college term and now wish to remain com- 
rades for life. In the centre of the market 
place students can still be seen indulging in 
their fruchschoppen or early morning glasa 
of wine, while from the steeple of St. 
John’s Church, near by, a beautiful view 
may be had far and wide to the peaks of 
the Harz Mountains and the green stretches 
of the valley of the Weser as far as the 
slopes of the Kyffhaueser. 


“THE MAD JUNKER ” 


There is a romance about Goettingen which 
time does not serve to destroy. Indeed, it 
has changed little since the time when one - 
spring morning Bismarck, ' the mad Junker,” 
then a Goettingen student, appeared before 
a horrified Proctor, wearing a bathrobe, 
artillery boots, and a high silk hat; smoking 
a pipe, and leading a huge mastiff on a leash. 
The future German Chancellor had come un- 
scathed out of some twenty-eight students’ 
duels, so that he bore the nickname “' Achilles 
the Impregnable.”” Yet Bismarck narrewly 
escaped compulsory retirement from the Uni- 
versity, and the inner door of the University 
Jail still bears his initials, carved by him 
upon one of the many occasions when his 
pranks resulted in temporary incarceration 
by the University authorities. 

In spite, however, of its atmosphere of 
romance and conviviality, Goettingen Uni- 
versity is an institution where much valuable 
work is done, in seminary, lecture-room, and 
clinic, and its intellectual and scientific in- 
fluence upon the culture of this age ensure 
for it a high place among the world’s seats 
of learning.

FOUR MILLION LETTERS 


Perhaps no better evidence of the con- 
fidence that has been placed in the German 
trans-oceanic air mail service for ‘its regu- 
larity and reliability during the year and a 
half of its operation can be presented, than 
the enormous amount of its mail carryings. 
That is to say, that 4,000,000 letters have 
flown across the ocean! In order to visualise 
this gigantic total, it is pointed out that if 
placed one upon the other, these letters, all 
of exceeding thinness, would make a pile 
5,248 feet high. The forwarding of this 
enormous amount of mail meant for the 
German ‘planes the covering of a distance 
of 1,400,00) kilometres, over Europe, Africa, 
the Atlantic Ocean, and South America, or 
55 tines the circumference of the globe. The 
Atlantic portion of the route, between 
Bathurst, (British Gambia, West Africa) and 
Natal, on the east coast of South America, 
came alone to 520,000 kilometres, and was 
covered by a Dornier-Wal hydroplane of the 
German Lufthansa. When it is further con- 
sidered that it was necessary also to fly over 
the Atlantic from the coast of Spain via the 
Canary Islands to Bathurst, there being no 
German Colonial intermediate point, the total 
distance flown over the ocean mounts up to 
710,000 kilometfes. 


EFFICIBNCY 


When it is also borne in mind that the air- 
craft have not only to cover these enormous 
distances, but that they must carry the mail 
through the greatest possible variety of ever- 
changing climatic conditions—over Uermany, 
France, Spain, the Canary Islands, Africa 
the Atlantic, and the South American 
countries, these figures will give some realisa- 
tion of the efficiency of their personnel, the 
machines themselves, and German construc- 
tion plants. 

It 1s not so very long ago that anyone who 
crossed the ocean: in an airplane was hailed 
and féted as a great hero. To-day the weekly 
crossing of the Aglantic on regular schedule 
flights is looked upon by the German crews 
as part of the day’s work—an everydiy 
accurence of which no notice need be taken. 
And quite right, too! The pilots, mechanics 
and wireless operators of the German 
Lufthansa have no desire to be looked upon 
as heroes, but rather as men who are per- 
forming their duty in posts of responsi- 
hility. These men, however, certainly 
deserved to be remembered on the occasion of 
the 100th transatlantic flight, for this jubilee 
ches with it a nas on record of in- 
dividual efficiency on the part of the crews. 
As chief pilot (or second pilot) Captain 
Blankenburg has flown the Atlantic thirty- 
five times, ‘Captain Alisch thirty-two times, 
Captain Grautoff twenty-two times, Pilot 
Blume twenty-two times, Pilot von Engel 
eighteen times, Volunteer Pilot Hempten- 
macher also eighteen times. Among the 
radio operators, Guenther has a record of 
twenty-seven crossings, Roepert twenty-three, 
Fechner nineteen and Kuepperg seventeen 
The man who undoubtedly holds the in- 
dividual record for the greatest number of 
transatlantic flights is Chief Mechanician 
Otto Gruschwitz, who has made the round 
trip flight from Bathurst to Natal and re- 
turn thirty-seven times. Next to him come 
two of his comrades, Wiencke with thirty- 
two and Hein with sixteen. 


THE FIRST SERVICE 


When the German Lufthansa first opened 
the air mail service between Germany and 
South America on February 2. 1934, it: went 
without saying that all preliminary work, 
down to the minutest detail, had been so 
well done, as to permit of an uninterrupted 
transatlantic air service of as nearly perfect 
a type as human 
Now, looking back upon the 100 successful 
flights, it is clear that all hopes have been 
more than fulfilled. Although at first there 
were only two trips in each direction arranged 


‘for every month, it soon became necessary to 


increase the service to a weekly schedule, It 
also turned out that with each trip the 
amount of mail carried never diminished, but, 


on the other hand, showed a marked increase. 
This fact proved at once the great demand 
for the quickest possible mail connections 
between Eurove and the South. American 
republics.. Whereas the mail delivery at first 
took from four-to five days, representigg an 
enormous eng of time as against. the normal 
three weeks of former times, the Lufthansa 
was able to cut this down still more, to three 
or three and a half days, which has been the 
regular mail delivery time from Stuttgart to 
Buenos Aires since March 30, 1935. 

Very early every Thursday morning, the 
Heinkel He 70 mail express ‘plane starts from 
Stuttgart on its flight via Marseilles to Seville. 
At that point the mail is taken over by a 
triple-motor Junkers Ju 52, and is carried to 
Bathurst via Las Palmas, where, from the 
floating airplane carrier, Schwabenland, a ten- 
ton Dornier-Wal hydroplane starts on its 
ocean flight to Natal. The Brazilian Condor 
Syndicate then takes over the further for- 
warding of the mail to Rio de Janeiro, Monte- 
video- and Buenos. Aires, to which will soon 
be added Santiago de Chile. The Condor 
Com also use a Junkers Ju 52, and the 
mail is delivered in Buenos Aires on Sunday. 


THE ME FLIGHT

It« goes without saying that the maintain- 
ing of such a service is no very easy task, 
especially from the standpoint of absolute 
regularity. Up to this time the trans-Atlantic 
flights have os made punctually and ac- 
cording to schedule. In ory in most Cases 
it has been possible to shorten by some hours 
this already very quick mail service. Only 
once there occurred an incident, which is here 
mentioned only to show with what a high 
degree of exactness this service is handled. 


A FORCED LANDING 


On the night of June 20th. the Dornier: 
Wal ‘Tornado’ started from aboard the 
motor ship Schwabenland, then stationed at 
the island of Fernando Noromha, on rts tight 
to Bathurst. Early in the morning of July 
Ist the seaplane radioed that the cooler in 
her after motor was leaking. Upon receipt 
of this radio message the Schwabenland im- 
mediately laid its course to pick up the Tor- 
nado, who was making headway with only 
one motor running. It was not until 6.28 a.m. 
that Pilot Blume found it necessary to make 
a forced landing. This was done without. 
accident. When this news reached the other 
carrier, Westfalen, lying off’ Bathurst, where 
it had already picked up the first call for 
help, it also set out for the Tornado, and 
both re as kept in constant, touch with the 
partly-submerged seaplane. 

The Graf Zeppelin happened to be on one of 
its regular trips to South America, and also 
made in the Mhacha of the Tornado. The 
crew of the seaplane, who wer entirely safe, 
were lacking in nothing except food, as the 
long delay had nearly exhausted their sup- 
plies. But why. do we have radio telegraph, 
and for what purpose does the Graf Zeppelin 
maintain such an excellent kitchen? The 
Tornado sent the following radiogram to the 
big airship:—-__- 

‘* Request Zeppkitchen send four portions 
pork tenderloin, with underdone fried 

tatoes and mushrooms, also four bottles 
bas four bottles mineral water, and coffee 
Suggest you drop in basket

SUPPER FROM THE SKY 


Apparently the sea air of the Atlantic had 

iven the four men on the drifting seaplane a 
ine appetite, The off rvs got into action 
at once, and when the airship came up with 
the Tornado at 9’N. 22’W. it dropped a food 
basket containing the requested menn from 
the air. The steward had even writtén out a 
special menu card, on the reverse side of 
which was written :— 

‘Hearty greetings to the ‘Tornado’ boys! 
As we assume that you have no corkscrew, 
any way, we are also sending you a quart of 
champagne. ‘The cigarettes were donated by 
the passengers. Be careful about the gaso- 
line. The ‘ Westfalen’ will pick you up in 
a short time, ‘ Heil Hitler!’—Von Schililer.”’ 

The supper from out of the skies certainly 
must have tasted good. The airship waited 
until the '' Westfalen” appeared on the 
horizon. Very soon the mail had been picked 
op» and was immecliately sent on its way to 

urope on an auxiliary seaplane, while the 
“ ornado ' was hitched to the ““West- 
falen.”” Thus the incident had a happy end- 
ing, and it only remains to mention that the 
time lost by reason of the forced landing was 
almost entirely made up during the remainder
